Little and Harry Buzzerc 
then toted the ball ll yards to the 
Lafayette 30.

The United States is exporting 
more goods this year than it is 
importing.

U.S. manufacturers have lost 
much of their old edge in world 
markets.

West Germany, France and Japan 
are 6 per cent lower than in 1963, 
while U.S. costs are up IO per 
cent. 
West European production is in­ 
creasing, and so are its exports 
as well as domestic consumption.
